That college 
graduate and that over-worked . girl 
spent the noon hour together the rest 
of the year and it was hard to tell which 
gained most for each said it was the 
happiest year of her life. There are 
hundreds of young ‘women living aim- 
less lives, selfish lives, who need this 
work to bring them out of themselves. 
Then there are the hundreds of young 
women who need the very help they 
could so well give. Is it not perfectly 
fair that they should be brought to- 
gether? ‘There is a great company who 
do not want to study. It is our~busi- 
ness to make them want to do so. 

At Jackson I gave an address to a 
college of 287 young women, members 
of the educational classes of the Y. W. 
C. A. in that city. Investigate the edu- 
cational work being carried on in your 
own city. This association is not very 
old, hasn’t made much stir yet, but I 
have heard from time to time of young 
women who have become better, more 
unselfish, have been helpful ‘because of 
this association in Ann Arbor. Then 
there is a business side to the Y. W. C. 
A. and it takes some one’s time to man- 
age it. It takes some time and some 
money to run your own association. 

Girls need education physilcally, and 
the Y. W. C. A. is doing good work along 
this line. 

The association has grown ‘wonder- 
fully in twenty-five years. We now 
have seventy city associations.

Another need whitch the association 
aims to meet is the lack of intellectual 
life. We are proud of our universities 
and schools, but there are throngs of 
young women who have never had a 
chance for education.

Children have to 
be out of school, helping to support the 
family which the father does not care 
for. One girl came to one of our secre- 
taries to have her read a letter. She 
had been at work ever\since she was 
six years oid, and had nevor had time 
to learn to read or write. The secretary 
read the letter, but she did more. She 
went to a young college woman and 
told her the incident. That college 
graduate and that over-worked . girl 
spent the noon hour together the rest 
of the year and it was hard to tell which 
gained most for each said it was the 
happiest year of her life. There are 
hundreds of young ‘women living aim- 
less lives, selfish lives, who need this 
work to bring them out of themselves. 
Then there are the hundreds of young 
women who need the very help they 
could so well give. Is it not perfectly 
fair that they should be brought to- 
gether? ‘There is a great company who 
do not want to study. It is our~-busi- 
ness to make them want to do so. 

At Jackson I gave an address to a 
college of 287 young women, members 
of 'the educational classes of the Y. W. 
C. A. in that city. Investigate the edu- 
cational work being carried on in your 
own city. This association is not very 
old, hasn’t made mutch stir yet, but I 
have heard from time to time of young 
women who have become better, more 
unselfish, have been helpful ‘because of 
this association in Ann Arbor. Then 
there is a business side to the Y. W. C. 
A. and it takes some one’s time to man- 
age it. It takes some time and some 
money to run your own association. 

Girls need education physically, and 
the Y. W. C. A. is doing good work along 


this line. 

The iassociation has grown ‘wonder- 
fully in twenty-five years. We now 
have seventy city associations. Its mot- 


to isthe very thought of its existence. 
“Not by might nor by power, but by 
my spirit, said the Lord of Hosts.”

derstand that, while a supporter of the 
policy of international arbitration on 
general principles, he will not agree to 
submit the claims made by Great Brit- 
ain in connection with the Alaskan 
poundary, to arbitration. In view of the 
fact that American and ‘British dele- 
gates are, at this time, attending the 
ezar’s peace conference and jointly ad- 
vocating the establishment of interna- 
tional courts of arbitration to settle 
all disputes between nations, it may 
seem a little queer thait the president 
should prac ‘tically refuse Great Brit- 
ain’s request - to submit the Alaskan 
boundary questi on, which the joint high 
comimission.-failed to settle, to arbitra- 
tion, but it isn’t. From the American 
point of view, the president’s attitude 
is logical. In fact, from the Ameriean 
point of view, there is little or nothing 
to arbitrate. Great Britain has put for- 
ward a lot of claims, not with the ex- 
pectaition that they would be allowed by 
arbitration or by any other method, 
put with the hope that if the matter 
should be submitted to arbitration, it 
might get allowed the port of Skaguay, 
which is believed to be its real object, 
in plaice of its other claims. Owing to 
the immense commercial interests cof the 
United States in the Pacific, the presi- 
dent is not inclined to take any chances. 
The protest filed by the British gov- 
ernment against the intended sending 
of thfee companies of U. S. troops to 
patrol the border. for the-purpose of 
preventing trouble between _ Canadian 
and American miners, was good na- 
tured, anid the troops will not be sent, 
although they will be kept where they 
will be available, if needed. It is

PROF. HEMPL 
DOUBTS IT. 


ABOUT A CURIOUS STONE RE- 
CENTLY FOUND. 


SAID TO PROVE DISCOVERY OF 
AMERICA IN 1462. 


A Runic tablet discovered in. Minne- 
sota. a few months ago has been at- 
tracting attention in the scientific and 
historical world, as it ‘was at first sup- 


posed to be another link in the chain of 
| evidence: that Norsemen and not Span- 


iards discovered the western hemi- 
sphere, and that they had to consider- 
able extent explored its interior. At- 
tempts to prove this were very common 
about 25 years ago, but all sooner or 
later: fell: through from a want of evi- 
dence. The same fate seems in store 
for this latest: ‘‘find:’ 

The stone was found imbedded in the 
roots of a poplar tree, six feet under 
the surface in a swamp near Kensing- 
ton, Minn. The finder, a farmer named 
Ohman, sent it to Brof. George Curme,

of Northwestern university, who has 
made a study of it and translated it 
tentatively in this way:

As Prof. Curme does not feel cer mia 
about certain features of the stone, he 
has sent photographs to various Runic 
scholars in this country and Scardi-

It is the impression of George Hemp, 
professor of English philosophy and 
general linguistics in the University of 
Michigan, that the stone is a fraud. 
“While I do not pretend to have any 
very definite knowledge of early moc- 
ern Scandinavian dialects,’ said Prof. 
Hempl, ‘‘ there are one or two tnings in 
the runes themselves that make it im- 
possible that they were cut so early as 
the date implies. ‘The man wno cut 
them did know considerable about runes 
| and has evidently attempted to repro- 

duce’-the language and mode of writing 
in runes at that time. He has, henvever, 
allowed himself to be caught on at least 
one’ matter, He evidently wea the 
inscription first in ordinary letters aid 
then translated it by subscituting in 
each case a rune for the equivalent let- 
ter. Sertain vowels are represented in 
modern Scandinavian by placing iwp 
dots over the vowels. This ke has imi- 
tated by placing two dots over the cor- 
responding runes. But ihe tmnethod of 
placing two dots on a vowel is compara- 
tively recent, having been introduced 
into Scandinavia from Germany. with 
the importation of German type, and 
this could not have been before the lat- 
ter part of the fifteenth century, In 
fact, we don not know this method of 
writing to have been used in Scandi- 
navias until the close of thle fifteenth 
century. -

CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS REBUKED 
BY REV, MELOY, 


A STRONG ARRAIGNMENT OF THE 
NEW FAD. 


(Continued from Yesterday.) 

That Christian Science is a move- 
ment aside from Christianity is evident 
when we read on page 35 of the defects 
of the church, because it makes no 
profession of healing powers; in her ar- 
raignment of the theology of the church, 
page 28, where she declares its “‘‘man- 
made doctrines are waning”; in her very 
definition of the church (palge 574, in her 
plain statement (page 25) ‘that ‘‘Chris- 
tian Science is not to come through the 
churches but through herself, for if she 
did not intend to supercede the church 
why does she renounce it anid its doč- 


trines (page 467) and state that “her 


highest creed is Christian Science?” She 
intended’ ‘to secure just those results 
that are being witnessed, i. e., to draw 
off the people from their own churches 
and unite them: in Christian Science 
gatherings, where the bible, in a highly 
aliegorized form, occupies a place that 
is secondary to ‘Science anid Health,” 
With all charity, it is beyond our 
powers to see how a scheme so diver- 
gent from Christianity and confessing 
such revolutionary tendencies should 
be permitted to wear the name of 
Christian and go unchallenged. 

As to its scientific charaicter, doubts 
equally grave are entertained, for Mrs. 
Eddy denies both the existence of mat- 
ter and all laws of matter. See pages 
19, 17, 178, 938, 481, 21. “Matter is nothing 
but a mental illusion’; “matter is an 
error of statement, Aone we can say 
of matter is true, except that it is un- 
Quite naturally she follows with 
the declaration -that ‘“‘physical science 
(so-called) is ‘a law-of miortal mind, a 
blind. belief, a Samson shorn of his 
strength”; and again, The less that is 
said of physical structure and laws, the 
farther they will be removed from. the 
imbecility of mind and Body: In the 
index she speaks of “the bliss of the 
ignorance of physical laws.” 

As Mr. Youmans says, ït is absurd to 
argue with any person who denies the 
reality of matter, but Mrs, Eddy makes 
her case far weaker in ridiculing all 
Physical laws and denying the only 
methods by which any science lives and 
grows. If her teachings are true, we 
are im error as to the existence of 
physiology, anatomy, physics, chemis- 
try, astronomy, and all the supposed 
physical sciences, but the method of 
this teacher could rever erect a science 
of psychology or of metaphysics. In 
her off-hand disposal of all these sci- 


ences she disposes of more than she 
imagines. She is led to this erratic 
position by the exigencies of her sys- 


tem, which requires her to get rid of 
pain, sickness, disease and death. This 
is seen: by the following from page _ 367, 
“Admit the existence of matter and we 
admit that mortality (and therefore 
disease) has a foundation in fact.” If, 
on the other hand, ‘‘matter is an illu- 
sion,” then so are all these ills allied 
with it. It is strange that anything 
wearing the name of science shouid thus 
deny the very groundmarks of science, 
and so completely set aside the very 
methods of experimentation that have 
proved so fruitful to scientific workers. 
DRUNK ON MILK—NOURISHED BY 
WHISKEY. 

Founded on the illusive nature of 
matter is her teaching as to the impo- 
gs and chemicals. If a 
drug comes to possess any power it is 
only conferred upon it by what people 
think about it. (Pages 48, 70.) A dis- 
ciple of Mr rs, E. insists that “if we be- 
lieved alcohol to be nourishing as milk 
and milk to be intoxicating as whiskey, 
then men could become intoxicated on 
milk and babies nourished on whiskey.” 
“Tf a child takes a drug and falls ill, 
it is because the child has inherited the 
idea of its power from the parents, not 
that the drug is injurious,’ On page 72 
Mrs, Eddy tells:us that a horse accus- 
tomed to wear a blanket will take cold 
if it be removed on a bitter day, not þe- 
cause somewhat weakened by its long 
use, but for the reasen that the fear of 
the owner that an unblanketed horse 
will take cold has infected the horse’s 
mind. These views appear to most 
people absurd. But Christian Science 
pays far more respect to nature’s laws 
and the demands of a material body 
than one might think. Its votaries 
dwell in houses warmed by coal, they 
clothe their bodies and feed them anid 
shun any collision with nature’s laws. 
They do not walk over embankments 
nor grasp ‘“‘live wires,’’ nor do they: sit 
down in front of moving trains. They 
studiously avoid what are known as 
poisons. Even one so emancipated 
from-all belief in matter as Mrs. Eddy 
could not be induced to take a drop of 
Cyannide of Potassium on her tongue. 
They: are, not the: reckless people you 
might think them upon hearing their 
vociferous denials of ‘the existence of 
miatter, pain, accidents, disease: and

MRS. EDDY DECLINED THE TEST. 
Mrs. Eddy denies the possibility of 
“an accident or a breakage” (pages 400, 
401, 396), and lfurther. declares that 
“Christian Science’ is always the most 
skillful surgeon,’’ yet strange enough 
says: “It is better to leave the adjust- 
ment of dislocations and broken bones 
to the fingers of a surgeon, for surgery 
is the branch of its healing that will be 
last demonstrated.” This is not so 
adroit as it would seem for, while the 
advice is sound, Mrs. Eddy makes an 
admission that ought ‘to destroy all 
confidence in her methods. Surgery is 
the bugbear of all these irregular heal- 
ers, An evident- reason is that it imposes 
a severer test, and here they all feel 
their weakness. But how many diseases 
depend for their relief on 'the knife, anid 
what folly to expect God to do by prayer 
what his servants can do so successfully 
with the knife. Dr. L. T Townsend, 
who has twice lectured in this city, 
made an offer to Mrs. Eddy of $1,000 


that they would put in place without 
resorting to the ordinary means, and 
$2,000 if she and her colleagues would 
give sight to any of the blind in the 
South Boston asylum for ‘the blind, but 
she wisely declined such a test. Broken 
bones anid blind eyes are not in the line 
of “mental reconstruction’ to which 
Mrs. Eddy urges her ‘followers to con- 
fine themselves, and ifor the most evi- 
dent reasons. 

Very sad cases are reported by physi- 
cians where children. suffering from 
diphtheria are neglected and other chil- 
dren exposed while the fatal disease 
progresses. One of the iworst features 
of Christian Science is its denial of the 
value of hygienic laws and sanitation. 
Page 381 declares that ‘ignorance of 
such-laws is bliss.’’ Yet we know that 
care at this point has wrought the most 
beneficent results. The cholera was rag- 
ing in Hamburg while the city of Otta- 
wa, lower down on ‘the Elbe, whose 
water supply came from that river after 
it had received the sewerage of Ham- 
burg, kept out the pest by wise sanitary 
observances. In the decade between 
1851 and 1860 over four thousand out of 
every million died in England of dis- 
eases attributable to impure water. and 
local drainage. By more careful sani- 
tation. these numbers have declined un- 
til in 1888 less than two thousand in a 
million died from such diseases. Simall-

PROF. NEMPE 
DOUBTS T. 


ABOUT A CURIOUS STONE RE- 
-CENTLY FOUND, 


SAID TO PROVE siete OF 
AMERICA IN (462. 


A Runic tablet discovered in.Minne- 
sota a few months ago has been at- 
tracting attention in the scientific and 
historical world, as it was at first sup- 
posed to be another link in the chain of: 


evidence that Norsemen and not Span- - 


iards discovered the western hemi- 
sphere, and that they had to consider- 
able extent explored its interior. At- 
tempts to prove this were very common 
about 25 years ago, but all sooner or 
later: fell through from a want of evi- 
dence. The same fate seems in store 
for this latest ‘‘find.’’ 

The stone was found imbedded in the 
roots of a poplar tree, six feet under 
the surface in a swamp near Kensing- 
ton, Minn. Thre finder, a farmer named 
Ohman, sent it to Brof. George Curme, 
of Northwestern university, who has 
made a study of it and translated it 
tentatively in this way: 

“Hight Goths and 22 Norsemen are 
out on an expedition of discovery from 
the vinland of the west. We had a 
camp with two boats a day’s journey 
from this stone. We went out to fish 
one day. After we came’ home we 
found men red with blood“ and\ dead. 
Goodbye. Rescue from evil. We ‘have 


men at the ocean to look after our 
ships, 14 days’ journey from ihis isiand, 
year 1462.” 

As Prof. Curme does not feel cer Baa 
about certain features of the stone, he 
has sent photographs to various Runic 
scholars in this country and Scardi- 

1avia. 

It is the impression of George Hemp, 
professor of English philosophy and 
general linguistics in the University of 
Michigan, that the stone is a fraud... 
‘While I do not pretend to have any 
very definite knowledge of. early moc- 
ern Scandinavian dialects,” said Prof. 
Hempl, ‘‘ there are one or two tnings in 
the runes themselves that make it im- 
possible that they were cut so early as 
the date implies. ‘The man who cut 
them did know considerable about runes 
and has evidently attempted to repro- 


| duce-the language and mode of writing 


in runes at that time. He has, however, 
allowed himself to be caught on at least 
one matter. He evident! wro the 
inscription first: in ordinary letters arg 
then translated it by subscituting in 
each case a rune for the equivalent let- 
ter. Certain vowels are represented in 
modern Scandinavian by placing iwo 
dots over the vowels. This ke has imi- 
tated by placing two dots over the cor- 
responding runes. But the method of 
placing two dots on a vowel is compara- 
tively recent, having been introduced 
into Scandinavia from Germany with 
the imiportation of German type, and 
this could not have been before the lat- 
ter part of the fifteenth century. In 
fact, we don not know this method of 
writing to have been used in Scandi- 
navia until the close of the fifteenth 
century. - 

“But ian are miany thine that make 
even a layman very suspicious, The 
inscription is best understood as. an <t- 
temipt to shaw to the people of this cen- 
tury that there were Scandinavians in 
Minnesota early in the fifteenth’ cen- 
tury, and not as an attempt on the part 
of such persons to convey information 
to people who might bring them assist- 
ance. Otherwise, why do they state 
where they had camped the day before 
they put up the stone rather than’ in- 
form their rescuers of the direction they 
took after leaving the stone. 

‘Moreover, are we ‘to-believe that 
they put this stone up on ‘the supposi- 
‘tion that bands of Scandinavians were 
roaming about promiscuously in that 
part of the world, and one or another of 
them was likely to come upon ‘the 
stone? It was a chief object, evidently, 
of the cutter of the inscription to give 
us the date 1462, and in order that we 
might know how to reald' the peculiar 
would-be Runic numerals ihat he em- 
ploys, he introduces the simple numeral 
8 and 22 at the very beginning of the 
inscription. The fact that’ the: stone 
was found in a modern Norwegian ‘set- 
tlement also throws light upon ‘the 
probable origin of the stone?’’—Tribune.

highest creed is Christian Science?’’ She 


intended’ to secure just those results 
that are being witnessed, i. e., to draw 
off the people from their own churches | 
and unite them in Christian Science 
gatherings, where the bible, in a highly 
aliegorized form, occupieS a place that 
is secondary to ‘‘Scienice anid Health,” 
With all charity, it is beyond our 
powers to see how a scheme so diver- 
gent from Christianity and confessing 
such revolutionary tendencies should 
be permitted to wear the name of 
Christian anid go unchallenged. 

As to its scientific charaicter, doubts 
equally grave are entertained, for Mrs. 
Eddy denies both the existence of mat- 
ter and all laws of matter. See pages 
19, 17, 173, 93, 481, 21. “Matter is nothing 
but a imental illusion” + “matter is an 
error of statement, nothing we can say 
of matter is true, except that it is un- 
Quite raturally she follows with 
the declaration that “physical science 
(so-called) is a law -of mortal mind, a 
blind belief, a Samson shorn of his 
strength” ; and again, “The less that is 
said of physical structure and laws, the 
farther they will be removed from. the 
imbecility of mind and Body. In the 
index she speaks of ‘‘the bliss of the 
ignorance of physical laws.” 

As Mr. Youmans says, it is absurd to 
argue with any person who denies the 
reality of matter, but Mrs, Eddy makes 
her case far weaker in ridiculing 
physical laws and denying the only 
methods by which any science lives and 
grows. If her teachings are true, we 
are in error as to the existence of 
physiology, anatomy, physics, chemis- 
try, astronomy, and all the supposed 
physical sciences, but the method of 
this teacher could revyer erect a science 
of psychology or of metaphysics. In 
her off-hand disposal of all these sci- 


ences she disposes of more than she 
imagines. She is led to this erratic 
position by the exigencies of her sys- 


tem, which requires her to get rid of 
pain, sickness, disease and death. This 
is seen: by the following from page 367, 
“Admit the existence of matter and we 
admit that mortality (and therefore 
disease) has a foundation in fact.” If, 
on the other hand, ‘‘matter is an illu- 
sion,’ then so are all these ills allied 
with it. It is strange tnat anything 
wearinig the name of scienice shouid thus 
deny the very groundmiarks of science, 
and so completely set aside the very 
methods of experimentation that have 
proved so fruitful to scientific workers. 
DRUNK ON MILK—NOURISHED BY 
WHISKEY. 

Founded on the illusive nature of 
matter is her teaching as to the impo- 
tency of all drugs and chemicals. If a 
drug comes to possess any power it is 
only conferred upon it by what people 
think about it. (Pages 48, 70.) A dis- 
ciple of Mrs. E. insists that “if we b2- 
lieved alcohol to be nourishing as milk 
and milk to be intoxicating as whiskey, 
then men could become intoxicated on 
milk and babies nourished on whiskey.” 
“Tf a child takes a drug and falls ill, 
it is because the child has inherited the 
idea of its power from the parents, not 
that the drug is injurious?” On page 72 
Mrs, Eddy tells-us that a horse accus- 
tomed to wear a blanket will take cold 
if it be ramoved on a bitter day, not be- 
cause somewhat weakened by its long 
use, but for the reasen that the fear of 
the owner that an unlblanketed horse 
will take cold has infected the horse’s 
mind. These views appear to most 
people absurd. But Christian Science 
pays far more respect to nature’s laws 
and the demands of a material body 
than one might think. Its votaries 
dwell in houses warmed ‘by coal, they 
clothe their bodies and feed them and 
shun any collision with nature’s laws. 
They do not walk over embankments 
nor ‘grasp ‘live wires,’ nor do they sit 
down in front of moving trains. They 
studiously avoid what are known as 
poisons. Even one so emancipated 
from-all belief in matter as Mrs. Eddy 
could not be induiced to take a drop of 
Cyannide of Potassium: on her tongue. 
They are not the reckless people ycu 
might think them upon hearing their 
vociferous denials of -the existence of 
miatter, pain, accidents, disease and 
death. 

III. The cures. Very few who refuse 
to accept Christian Science deny to it 
a certain number of cures. Undoubtedt 
ly some people afificted with peculiar 
diseases such as can be controlled: more 
or less by the mind, have found help 
from the ‘‘metaphysical healers.” Chris- 
tian Science teaches people to be cheer- 
ful, and cheerfulness is in itself a tonic. 
That they have done some good ought 
not, perhaps, to be denied, yet it would 
be interesting to see a balance struck 
between the good and the evil that has 
come from the practice. In so far as it 
is a healing agency, the cures are no 
more numerous than those wrought by 
other methods, such as magnetism, hyp- 
notism and spiritualism. All of. these 
methods have. succeeded in czses of a 
peculiar kind. The bad thing’ in the 
history of Christian Science as a heal- 
ing art is that cases are on record where 
people have been recovering under 
‘medical treatment have become worse 
upon going off into Christian Science, 
and some have actually died. Harold 
Frederic was @onvalescing, so his phy- 
sicians declare, when he dismissed them 
and soon died in the hands of the heal- 
ers. It would be no conclusive argu- 
ment against these healers if they lost 
some ases, for so de the physicians, 
but when a large number of cases are 
on record where patients have come 
from the ‘“‘mietaphysical colleges,’’ in 
which they were rapidly growing worse, 
to the university hospitals, where, after 
receiving treatment, they were soon 
cured, it is fatal to Christian Science. 
In both the hospitals such instances 
have occurred. Six ‘cases of tumor were 
operated on by one of the gynecologists 
and the patients were all in a more 


m: 


serious condition because of having lost, 
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valuable time while in the: hands- of 
various healers. ‘Anyone ‘wishing to 
look this matter up will find fuller de- 
scriptions in the hospital records. 

MRS. EDDY DECLINED THE TEST. 

Mrs. Eddy denies the possibility of 

“an accident or a breakage” (pages 400, 
401, 396), and lfurther. declares that 
“Christian Science’ is always the most 
skillful surgeon,’ yet strange enough 
‘says: “It is better to leave ithe adjust- 
mient of dislocations and broken bones 
to the fingers of a surgeon, for surgery 
is the branch of its healing thait will be 
last demonstrated.’ This is not so 
adroit as it would seem for, while the 
advice is sound, Mrs. Eddy makes an 
admission that ought to destroy all 
confidence in her methods. Surgery is 
the bugbear of all these irregular heal- 
ers, An evident- reason is that it imposes 
a severer test, and here they all feel 
their weakness. But how many diseases 
depend for their relief on ‘the knife, and 
what folly to expect God to do by prayer 
what his servants can do so successfully 
with the knife. Dr. L. T. Townsend, 
who ‘has twice lectured in this city, 
made an offer to Mrs. Eddy of $1,000 
for any case of hip-or ankle dislocation 
that they would put in place without 
resorting to the ordinary means, and 
$2,000 if she and her colleagues would 
give sight to any of the blind in the 
South Boston asylum for ‘the blind, but 
she wisely declined such a test. Broken 
bones and blind eyes are not in the line 
of ‘‘mental reconstruction” to which 
Mrs. Eddy urges her followers to con- 
fine themselves, and for the most evi- 
dent reasons. 

Very sad icases are reported ‘by physi- 

-cians where children. suffering from 
diphtheria are neglected and other chil- 
dren exposed while the fatal disease 
progresses. One of the iworst features 
of Christian Science is its-denial of the 
value of hygienic laws anid sanitation. 
Page 381 declares that “ignorance of 
such laws is bliss.” Yet we know that 
care at this point has wrought the most 
beneficent results. The cholera was rag- 
bie in Hamburg while the city of Otta- 

lower down on 'the Elbe, whose 
nicer supply camie from: that river after 
it had received the sewerage of Ham- 
burg, kept out the pest by wise sanitary 
observances. In the decade between 
1851 and 1860 over four thousand out of 
every million died in England of dis- 
eases attributable to impure water. and 
local drainage. By more careful sani- 
tation these numbers have declined un- 
til in 1888 less than two thousand in a 
million died from such diseases. Small- 
pox ‘was formerly ‘dreaded next to such 
plagues as the black death, but þe- 
cause of wise hygienic observances only 
one ‘person died in London in the year 
1890. Yet Mrs. Eddy teaches that ‘‘ig- 
norance of all such laws is bliss.’’ In 
no ‘way, pers, could she do more 
harm. = - 

That many cultivated said intelligent 
people have taken up with ‘this new 
fad is no proof of its soundness. 
Judges, lawyers, physicians, teachers 
and other educated people were nuni-

How any

it is with contradictions and filed with 
ambiguities, preposterous statements 
and silly platitudes yet put confidence 
in its teachers, is more than we can 
comprehend. One is forced to the con- 
Clusion that they do not read the TE 
While many are being “converted” 
these views it cannot survive oe 
many years. Founded-in the denial of 
matter, physical laws, and all natural 
science, denying the existence of sin, 
with all that such a denial means to 
morals, robbing us of a personal God, 
and of a personal Christ, anid of our 
own ‘personality, reducing prayer to 
the cold practice of praying to æ ‘“‘prin- 
ciple,” ridiculing sanitation with its 
marvelous record of reduced deaths 
rates—such a scheme cannot endure in 
the growing light of this world.
